For five years building operations in Baltimore have been virtually 


suspended: whereas, population has grown rapidly by increase and by 
influx, and the spending capacity of a considerable part of its citizens 
has risen sharply. The result has been an increase in rental income 
and in capital value of buildings, quite apart from land values, beyond 
the fondest hopes of the fortunate possessors. There is likely to be- 
some readjustment in the years to come: but long after 1922 mur.h of 
the change will remain. If to this striking example of an "unearned 
increment." equaling anything to be found among the horrible ex- 
amples in the single tax collection, there is now to be added a further 
boon of tax preferment, surely the lot of the building owner is likely 
to be blessed. 
The logic of Professor Hollander's "economics" is to meet rent profiteering 


with increased taxes on houses. It is clear that he takes no stock in the 
theory that increased cost of construction has had something to do witli' 
stoppage of building, for if he did. he would not object to a step toward lower-, 
ing the cost.
